amount of the registration fee shown in the schedule. In some cases the charge on a regis- 

tered letter is double of the ordinary postage, no separate fee being levied. Registered letters 

to such places must be fully prepaid at double the ordinary rates. Letters for places mention- 
ed in clause (5) cannot be registered, except in the case of those addressed to Srinagar an 

Leh, where Indian post offices have been established. ‘ 

It is to be understood that registration to places abroad applies only to letters or packets 

paid at letter rates, except in respeot of the United Kingdom and other countfies’ belong- 

ing to the General Postal Union (marked I in col. 2 of Schedule), to which newspapers, books, 
and patterns may also be registered. 


Transmission of dangerous or offensive substances prohibited. 


(8.) The probibition against the transmission of dangerous or offensive substances contained 
in paragraph 20 of section auc also to foreign post articles. 


Money, Jewels, &c., and articles liable to Customs Duty. 


(9.) No letter or packct containing goldor silver money, jewels or precious articles, or 
any articles liable to customs duty, may be sent through the post. 


Printed Papers and Legal and Commercial Documents. 


_ 10.) The following conditions, &¢., being those of the General Postal Union, apply 
generally to all countries, with the special exceptions mentioned in the schedule opposite 
particular countries. 

Attention is drawn to the limit of weight, viz. 216, fixed for a packet of printed papers or 
legal and commercial documents. See schedule and exception opposite the United Kingdom. 

Under the head of “ Printed Papers” are included newspapers, ‘stitched or bound books, 
pamphlets, music, visiting cards, catalogues, prospectuses, announcements and notices of 
various kinds, whether printed, engraved, or lithographed, and photographs. Under the head 
of “ Legal and Commercial Documents” are included acts or deeds of all kinds drawn up by 
public functionaries, invoices, policies of insurance, copies or extracts of deeds under private » 
seal, written upon stamped or unstamped paper, scores or sheets of manuscript music, and in 
general all manuscript papers and documents which have not the character of an actual and personal 
correspondence. 

Note.—The definition given above is held to include such written articles intended for 
publication in newspapers as are not of the nature of a personal letter as well as descriptions 
or sketches of places which are sent for publication. 

Articles posted as “ Printed Papers” or as “ Legal and Commercial Documents ” must be 
placed under bands or simply folded, so as to admit of the contents being easily examined, and, 
excepting as follows, “ Printed Papers” must contain no manuscript writing, figure or raark 
whatever :— . 

(a.) Proofs of printing or of music may bear corrections made with a pen, relating exclu- 
sively to the text or to the execution of the work. Manuscript may be annexed to such 

fs. ; 


(4.) Circulars, notices, &c., may bear the signature of the sender, with his trade or 
profession, and may also show the place of origin and the date. ash 

(c.) A book may contain a manuscript dedication or a complimentary inscription from 
the author. 

(d.) Passages in the text to which it is desired to call attention may be marked with a. 
simple stroke. 

(e.) Prices may be added in manuscript or otherwise on printed or lithographed stock and 
share lists, prices current, and market reports. 

(f.) No other manuscript additions may be made; nor are typographical additions allowed 
if they tend to take from the packet its general character. : i 

Articles posted as “ Printed Papers” or “ Legal and Commercial Docuthents” which do 
not fulfil the foregoing conditions, or are not fully prepaid, will be treated as unpaid ei 
with the sole exception of pica bg and printed papers, such as circulars, notices, wei; whieh she 


will, in such cases, not be fo: mie

may if addressed to the United Kingdom, the United States of America, Holland and ite 
ions, Belgium, Denmark, Greece, Portugal and its possessions, and Switzerland, be sent 
bags entirely closed, provided such closed bags are transparent, so as to enable the officers 
of the post office readily to satisfy themselves as to the nature of the contents, 


~ (6) They must not have any saleable value, or bear any manuscript writing other than 
the name or the trade or profession of the sender, the address of the pesise for sr the packet 
is intended, a manufacturer’s or trade mark, numbers, and prices. 


__, Patterns of merchandise may not be introduced into a letter, orinto a packet of any other 
kind, unless they form an integral part of particular work. 


Patterns not packed in accordance with these conditions, or not fully prepaid, will be 
treated as unpaid letters, except those which are valuable, The latter will not be forwarded 
nor any of which the conveyance would be attended with risk or danger. 


Unpaid correspondence addressed to places abroad, 


(12.) For unpaid or insufficiently paid printed papers (including newspapers), le 
= aaa documents, and patterns,-see the concluding aac anda ses Ro 
an . 


Unpaid or insufficiently paid letters (or articles to be treated as such under the rules above 

to) cannot be forwarded by routes marked C (compulsory) in the Schedule, and if there 

be no other route, will be returned to the sender through the Dead Letter Office. In suck case 

the sender has no claim toa refund of the postage originally paid, but, in the case of recent 

alterations of postage rates and conditions, the Postmaster-General may exercise discretion in 

authorizing such refunds in special cases. Where prepayment is optional, unpaid or insuffie 

ciently paid letters will be forwarded, the postage paid being taken into account if addressed to 

a union country, or forwarded through a union country ; but if addressed or forwarded otherwise 
than above, they will be treated as if wholly unpaid. 


The charges made on such articles, when delivered in non-union countries depend upon local 
regulations ; but in the case of union countries the charge on unpaid letters delivered is the same 
as for prepaid letters despatched, together with an additional union rate. In the United 
Kingdom the additional union rate is 3d. per 4 oz. 


Correspondence redirected to places abroad. 


(18) Letters, &c., redirected in India to places abroad will be sent forward charged 

with the foreign (non-union) postage (if any) due at the time of redirection, no extra claim 

ing raised for the retransmission so fur as the Indian post office is concerned, The postage 

levied in the country of destination will be governed by the regulations of that country. 

, &e., redirected to the United Kingdom or countries served through it will, if origins 

lly received from such countries, be forwarded by the route by which they came, and in 
other cases by the route via Brindisi. . 

This rule does not apply to articles redirected by Overland Parcel Post. 


Correspondence received from places abroad. 


(14.) Although post cards are not among the classes of correspondence for the transmis- 
sion of which by post from India provision has been made, those received from countries of the 
union (marked I in Schedule) will be delivered in India as paid letters, 


By routes marked I. 


‘Letters received from any country of the Union (marked I in Schedule) as unpaid or insuffi. 
ciently paid will be charged on delivery at the unpaid Union rate of 74 annas (8} annas 
sf received via Brindisi from or through the United Kingdom, and 8 annas if received 
via Brindisi from or through the French Office, Modane,) per $0z. The value of any 
stamps (as marked by the country of origin) which may be affixed to an insufficiently 
paid fetter will be deducted from the amount thus chargeable, fractions of an anna in 
‘4 pepemeindet being raised to one anna, 
_ above rule does not apply to letters received from India Offices, viz. Aden (or in 
Suge from India) aot Eanuiban, which, if insufficiently paid, are charged with the 
~ deficiency, and if unpaid, with the rate shown in the Schedule. Letters received in 


Zanzibar by British packet are subject to the ordinary Indian inland rates 
conditions. 
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By routes marked II. 

Letters received from any Foreign (Non-Union) Country through a Union Country (routes 
marked 11 in Schedule), as unpaid, or insufficiently paid, will be charged with the 
amount of Foreign postage claimed by the Union Office serving as the medium, 
together with the unpaid Union rate of 7} annas (8} annas, if received via Brindisi 
through the United Kingdom and 8 annas if received via Brindisi from or through 
the French Office, Modane,) per } oz. 

Any articles other than letters which may be exceptionally received from such places 
either anpaid or insufficiently paid, will be charged with the amount of Foreign (Non- 
Union) postage claimed by the Union Country serving as the medum, together with 
the rate chargeable on a similar article posted in India for the Union Country serving 
as the medium. 

By routes marked 111. 


Letters received from various offices in Asia (routes marked III in Schedule) are, if unpaid, 
charged at the rates shown in the Schedule, those insufficiently paid being treated as 
if wholly unpaid. Unpaid or insufficiently paid newspapers are, in a few instances, 
received, and in such cases are charged at the rates shown in the Schedule for similar 
articles sent from India, 

By routes marked IP. 


Letters received from Hong-Kong by private vessels (route marked IV in Schedule) are 
all received as unpaid, and are charged at the rate of 4.annas per 4 oz. each, News- 
papers and packets similarly received are chargeable with ordinary Indian inland 
postage at prepaid rates according to weight in tolas. 

Letters and other articles received from ¢he Straits by private vessel (also marked IV in 
Schedule) are all received fully prepaid and delivered without charge. 


Letters and other articles received from any other place (except Hong-Kong and Straits) 
by private vessels are charged with ordinary Indian inland postage at prepaid rates, 
according to weight in tolas, together with (in the case of letters) one anna each, being 
the sum paid to the Commander of the vessel. 


By routes marked V. 


Letters, newspapers and packets are all received fully prepaid (and are delivered without 
charge from the places and by the routes marked V in the Schedule, viz, — ' 
Australia by British packet. 


East Africa (i.¢., Cape, Delagoa Bay, Mozambique and Natal) by British packet 
through Aden, , 

Ceylon by French or Indian packet or Land Post. 

Hong-Kong by French packet. ; 

Manritius and Seychelles by French packet, or partly by French and partly by 
British packet. ; 

Netherlands India by British, French, or Indian packet. 

Straits Settlements by French packet. 


Unpaid or insufficiently paid letters exceptionally received from Australia or other places 
in the same category are charged at the rates shewn in the Schedule for similar articles 
sent from India. ’ 

Redirection of articles received from places abroad. 

(15.) Articles received from places abroad and redirected after arrival in India to 
another place in India, will not be charged with any additional postage on account of such 
redirection. 

Articles redirected from a Union Country to India will be charged in India with the 
amount (if any) whieh would Lave been due on delivery in the country where the redirection 
took place; but if the article has only passed through the Inland service of the country where 
it was redirected, there will be charged, in addition to the amount (if any) due as above, 
ordinary Indian inland postage at unpaid rates. The exemption from redirection charge does 
not apply to Overland parcels received by Parcel Post.

An Act for more effectual/y punishing Offences against the Laws relating to the Slave Trade. 
[llrn Avousr 1876. ] 


Waereas under an Act passed in the session holden in the thirty-second and_thirty- 
third years of the reign of Her present Majesty, the Governor-General of India in Council 
is empowered to make laws for Native Indiau subjects of Her Majesty without aud beyond 
British India: 

And whereas under an Act passed in the session holden in the twenty-eighth and twenty- 
ninth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, the Governor-General of India in Countil 
js empowered to make laws for all British subjects of Her Majesty within the dominions of 
Princes and States in India in alliance with Her Majesty, whether in the service of the 
Government of India or otherwise : 

And whereas the several Princes and States in India in alliance with Her Majesty 
have no connexions, engagements, or communications with Foreign Powers, aud the suijects 
of such Princes and States.are, when residing or being in the places hereinafter refefred to, 
entitled to the protection of the British Government, and receive such protectiom equally 
with the subjects of Her Majesty : 

And whereas it is expedient to make provision for more effectually punishing offences 
against the laws relating to the slave trade by British subjects and other persons protected 
by the British Government in snch places :
